The Syrian Government 
recently stated that the Muslim 
Brotherhood had been crushed 
in Syria, a statement which 
makes today’s official an- 
nounceneat of the bomb attack 
all the more significant. 

Indeed, earlier this month, 
Mr Iskander Ahmed Jskander, 
the Syrian Information 
Minister, declared in an inter- 
view with The Times that the 
Brotherhood was “ oo the run ” 

When 1 asked if this meant 
tat there would be no more 
bombings in Damascus, he 
replied: “ We carınot definitely 
stop such things, These are

Ireland ?” 

Much of the violence 
generated by the Brotherhood 
over the past year bas: been 
fed by the brutal „behaviour of 
Colonel Rifaats security men 
who are believed to be respon- 


‘sible for thé killing, in some 


cases outright murder, of more 
than 300 civliaas in the Syrian 
city of Hama. 

The Brotherhood, Bowê e. 
has itself cared little about 
civlian casualties durîng its 
attacks. Early last month,- it 
planted a bomb outside ‘the 
Soviet Embassy compound in 
TDamascus and detonated it at 
the very moment when dozens 
of Russian children were 
leaving their school. The real 
death toll was, helieved to be 
almost 10 times the official 
figure of three admitted by 
the authorities. 
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President Hafez al-Assad’s 
Government in Syria tonight 
blamed the extremist Muslim 
Brotherhood for a car bomb 
explosion which killed at least 
64 people and injured a further 
135 in a densely populated 
middle ciass district of Damas- 
cus earlier in the day. 

The bomb, by. far the worst 
incident of violence yet per- 
petrared against the Assad 
regime, was apparently inten- 
ded for a police station and 
was detonated close to a 
crowded school. 

The official Sana news 
agency tonight also chose to 
lînk the explosion indirectly 
to the collapse of the Arab 
summit in Fez, claiming that 
the bomb was intended’ to 
damage Syria's “ steadfast- 
ness ” in the face of American 
pressure for a Middle Eact 
peace settlement, _ Syria's 
refusal to attend the Fez con- 
ference and discuss the Saudi 
peace plan, in which the 
Americans showed cousider- 
able interest, was the immedi. 
ate cause of the sumınit’s SUS» 
pension. 

Sana claimed tbat .the 
“ Ikhwan "—tbhe Brotherhood— 
planted the bomb on behalf of 
“the 1mperialist- Zionist con- 
spiracy ”, the tired phrase 
which the Syrians use for 
Israel and the United States. 

Whatever reasons the Assad 
Government may adduce .for 
the carnage in their capital . 
city, . however, ‘today’s 
explosion was ouily the latest 
in a series of bomb'attacks on 
Syrian rovernment offices over 
the past fnur months. 


A security policeman saw. 


the driver of the car carrying 
the bomb leap from his vehicle 
iı Azhakiya street at around 
lunchtime tadav and imme- 
diately orened fire at him.
